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DENTAL  TREATMENT. 


Free  dental  treatment  is  available  for  necessitous  cases. 
25  cases  received  dental  treatment  during  1937 — seven  ex¬ 
pectant  mothers  and  18  children  under  5.  The  cost  to  the 
Council  will  be  approximately  £54.  3.  Id. 

The  scale  of  payment  to  the  dentist  is  the  same  as  under 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Act.

During  1937,  eight  cases  were  treated  at  the  Nottingham 
Children’s  Hospital — cost  to  the  Council  £11.  3.  4d.  (in¬ 
cluding  Bus  Fares). 
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No  special  toddlers’  clinics  are  held. 

The  question  of  Nursery  Schools  was  considered  and  it 
was  decided  that  there  was  no  essential  need  for  these  at 
present. 

It  was  decided  that  the  provision  of  free  meals  was  not 
necessary  in  this  Area. 


Circular  1622  was  considered  and  the  following  report 
submitted  and  approved  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee,  and  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Health,  2nd 
December,  1937 : — 

“CIRCULAR  1622. 

I  have  read  the  report  on  Maternal  Mortality  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  it  is  now  in  the  hands  of  my  Ante¬ 
natal  officers  for  their  information. 

1 .  Team  Work. 

The  co-operation  between  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
Council,  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives 
is  satisfactory  in  this  area. 

2 .  Consultant  Services. 

Full  Consultant  Services  are  available  and  are  utilised 
properly.  The  Ante-natal  Officers  and  the  Consultant  Ante- 
Natal  Officers  have  full  qualifications,  as  required  by  the 
Ministry. 

3 .  Emergency  Units. 

Arrangements  have  been  the  subject  of  discussion  be¬ 
tween  our  Consultant  and  myself  for  some  time,  and  I  am  at 
present  waiting  for  information  on  the  formation  of  such  a 
unit  to  work  from  the  Women’s  Hospital,  Nottingham. 

4.  Maternity  Accommodation. 

Maternity  Accommodation  has  proved  sufficient,  but  we 
have  not  a  definite  number  of  beds  allotted  for  the  particular 
use  of  this  area. 
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5 .  Ante-natal  Services. 

A  Consultative  Ante-natal  Clinic  has  been  in  operation 
in  this  area  since  January,  1937.  Cases  are  referred  by  Ante¬ 
natal  Officers  to  this  Clinic,  and  also  abnormal  cases  may  be 
referred  direct  by  General  Practitioners. 

6.  Post-natal  Services. 

Post-Natal  Clinics  will  be  established  in  1938. 

Our  Consultant  is  a  Gynaecologist  attached  to  two 
Hospitals. 

7.  Ancillary  Services. 

(i)  Circular  1519  has  recently  been  re-considered  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

(ii)  Home  Helps.  The  question  of  home  helps  has  also 
been  considered  on  several  occasions,  and  so  far  it  has  not 
been  decided  to  institute  this  service. 

(iii)  Arrangements  for  Dental  Treatment,  including  the 
provision  of  dentures  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  have 
been  in  force  for  several  years. 

8.  Records. 

The  subject  of  records  is  continually  under  review,  and 
they  are  at  the  disposal  of  all  Medical  Practitioners  concerned. 
Special  Reports  are  sent  from  the  Clinics  in  every  case  of 
abnormality. 

9.  Education. 

Individual  talks  are  given  to  the  Ante-Natal  Cases  by  the 
Health  Visitors  at  the  Clinics,  and  during  their  visits. 

General  Remarks. 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

This  could  be  increased  with  advantage.  The  Notting¬ 
ham  Women’s  Hospital  have  prepared  a  scheme  for  a  com¬ 
plete  Maternity  Unit,  and  I  had  a  discussion  with  them  on  this 
subject.  Unfortunately  the  scheme,  for  the  present,  has  been 
dropped  for  financial  reasons. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be  carried  through  later, 
and  we  could  then  make  special  arrangements  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  puerperal  sepsis,  for  which  there  is  no  special  hospital 
in  my  area. 

We  have  no  arrangements  for  hospital  treatment  of  cases 
of  abortion.  Those  are  sent  in  to  Hospital  by  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  in  the  usual  way. 

I  propose  to  make  a  supply  of  Prontosil,  or  other  similar 
preparation,  available  for  any  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis,  free 
of  charge.  As  long  ago  as  October,  1936,  I  made  this  sug¬ 
gestion,  but  the  Ministry  considered  it  inadvisable.  Both  the 
Consultant  and  myself  are  agreed  that  it  is  desirable. 

I  am  also  considering  a  scheme  for  the  regular  supply  of 
gowns  for  use  in  Maternity  Cases.  This  scheme  meets  with 
the  approval  of  the  majority  of  the  General  Practitioners  in  my 
area. 

One  of  the  main  difficulties  in  extending  our  clinics  is  the 
size  of  the  staff  and  the  fact  that  we  have  Clinics,  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare,  Ante-natal,  and  next  year  Post-natal,  in 
four  different  Centres.  This  makes  the  work  of  proper  visit¬ 
ing  by  the  Health  Visitors  almost  impossible.

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MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 


Midwives,  Fees. 

During  1937,  in  6  cases  Midwives’  Fees  were  paid  by  the 
Council  at  a  total  cost  of  £9.  12.  6d. 

The  Notts.  County  Council  is  the  authority  under  the 
Midwives’  Act,  1936,  and  no  fees  for  midwives  were  paid  by 
Sutton-in-Ashfield  U.D.C.  after  July  31st,  1937. 

Clinics. 

Plans  for  the  new  Clinic  at  Huthwaite  were  completed 
and  passed  by  the  Council.  It  is  hoped  building  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  next  year. 

The  need  for  new  premises  at  Stanton  Hill  becomes  more 
acute.  Land  has  been  purchased  and  it  is  proposed  to  build 
a  combined  Clinic  and  Library.  The  site  is  not  suitable  for 
this  purpose  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  alternative  scheme  will  be 
adopted. 

Maternity  Cases. 

During  1937,  23  Maternity  Cases  were  sent  to  Mans¬ 
field  Hospital  at  a  cost  of  £259.  8.  Od.  The  average  stay 
in  hospital  was  2 1  days.  1 5  were  referred  through  the 
Clinics  and  8  were  sent  as  emergencies  owing  to  complication 
during  labour. 

20  cases  were  sent  to  the  Maternity  Wards  at  the  County 
Institutions  at  Mansfield  and  Basford  at  a  cost  of  £57.  3.  lid. 
The  average  stay  in  hospital  was  1  7  days. 

The  amount  recovered  during  the  year  was  £65.  1  1.  8d. 

Fifty-one  Sterilized  Maternity  Outfits  were  sold  at  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinics.  Six  were  issued  free  of  cost. 
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During  the  year,  1  2  cases  were  seen  by  Consultants  for 
Ante-Natal  or  Post-Natal  Complications.  The  total  cost  was 

£44.  2.  Od. 

One  case  was  X-rayed — cost  £  1  11.  6d. 


Maintenance  Charges. 

The  Council  agreed  to  the  terms  set  out  in  the  letter  from 
the  Nottingham  Hospital  for  Women  forwarded  duripg 
September,  with  the  following  amendment — the  Council  to 
pay  a  weekly  maintenance  charge  of  £3.  15.  8d.,  with  a 
Consultant  Fee  of  £2.  2.  Od.  in  respect  of  each  case,  except 
where  a  Consultant  Fee  has  already  been  paid  in  respect  of 
that  case. 

Health  Visitors. 

Nurse  Chambers  was  successful  in  obtaining  her  Health 
Visitor  Certificate  and  resumed  duties  on  July  26th. 

Locums  during  her  absence  were  Nurse  Clay,  followed  by 
Nurse  Ratcliffe. 

During  December  it  was  resolved: — 

That  the  salary  of  Health  Visitors  be  fixed  at  £175 
per  annum,  rising  by  annual  increments  of  £10  to 
a  maximum  of  £225  per  annum,  together  with  the 
usual  allowances  for  travelling  and  uniform  (uni¬ 
form  £12,  travelling  £5). 

Infant  Life  Protection. 

There  is  1  boarded-out  child.  During  1937  three  visits 
were  paid.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  scheme  of  reconstruction  and  reorganisation  of 
sewers  in  Sutton  was  commenced. 

A  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Sewage  Works  and 
sewers  at  Skegby  and  Huthwaite  was  obtained.  A  scheme 
prepared  on  the  report  includes  the  very  necessary  sewer 
at  Wild  Hill,  Teversal. 


Mr.  F.  J.  Grierson,  Sewage  Works  Manager,  submits 
the  following  report  on  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 


At  the  Main  Outfall  Works  extensive  alterations  and 
additions  have  been  carried  out,  and  comprise: — 


The  constructon  of  four  new  Bacteria  Filters,  three  Sludge 
Digestion  Tanks,  and  eight  Sludge  Drying  Beds. 


In  connection  with  the  sludge  digestion  plant,  a  new 
pump  house  has  been  erected,  complete  with  the  necessary 
pumping  plant. 


The  Main  Pumping  Station  has  been  extended  and  addi 
tional  machinery  added. 


Alterations  have  been  made  to  the  Grit  Chambers  and 
a  new  one  constructed. 


New  Decanting  Apparatus  has  been  installed  at  the 
inlets  to  the  sedimentation  tanks  and  the  inlet  and  exit  weirs 
to  the  storm  water  tanks  have  been  extended  to  the  full  width 
of  the  tanks. 


A  new  24"  C.I.  Storm  Overflow  Pipe  has  been  laid 
to  divert  the  sewage  in  excess  of  six  times  the  dry  weather 
flow  direct  to  the  storm  tanks.

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

A  survey  in  detail  was  commenced  in  preparation  for  a 
general  scheme  of  conversion.  Fifty-five  visits  were  paid  in 
connection  with  1  69  houses. 

During  the  year  2  1  Pail  Closets  were  converted  into  water 
closets.  28  new  water  closets  were  installed  on  existing 
property.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  and  nightsoil,  and  in  the 
Skegby  District  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  is  carried  out  by 
Contractors.  The  rates  of  wages  paid  by  the  Contractors  are 
in  accordance  with  the  Council  scale.  Properly  constructed 
and  covered  lorries  are  used. 

During  the  past  year,  7,914  loads  of  house  refuse  and 
2,461  loads  of  nightsoil  were  removed  at  a  cost  of  £4,045, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a  cost  of  7s.  8.7d.  per  load  and  7s.  7.6d. 
per  house.  It  is  not  possible  to  apportion  this  cost  between 
house  refuse  and  night  soil,  as  the  contract  price  is  for  the 
whole  work. 

House  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  total  cost  of  disposal  of  7,914  loads  of  house  refuse 
was  £1,223  1.  0d.,  equivalent  to  a  cost  of  3s.  Id.  per  load, 
or  approximately  2s.  per  ton. 

252  visits  were  paid  to  the  tips. 

During  the  year  waste  paper  brought  to  the  incinerator 
was  baled  and  sold  instead  of  being  burnt.  A  baling  machine 
was  purchased. 

The  price  received  of  £  1  per  ton  does  not  warrant  any 
extension  of  the  scheme.  The  income  received  shows  a  profit 
of  £2  10.  5d.  over  wages  paid  for  the  purpose,  but  as  the 
wages  were  a  charge  previously  to  incinerator  working,  the 
whole  amount  received  represents  a  profit  over  previous  work¬ 
ing.

7  samples  were  taken  during  the  season.  The  reports 
were  satisfactory  but  occasionally  there  was  not  sufficient  resi¬ 
dual  chlorine.  Next  year  a  more  accurate  method  of  main¬ 
taining  the  chlorine  content  will  be  used.

Filters:  Two  Circular  Filters  each  8'  0"  in  diameter  and 
each  having  a  filtration  area  of  50  square  feet,  giving  a  filtra¬ 
tion  rate  of  2  1  0  gallons  per  square  foot  per  hour.  Leighton 
Buzzard  Sand  is  the  principal  filtering  media  (3  feet  deep)  on 
a  bed  of  large  pebbles. 

System  of  Filtration.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  outlet 
at  the  deep  end  of  the  Swimming  Pool  through  an  8"  cast  iron 
main;  after  passing  through  a  primary  strainer  box  type  filter 
the  water  is  taken  through  an  enclosed  type  aerator  which  is 
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ventilated  through  the  Boiler  House  roof.  It  is  then  pumped 
through  a  venturi  tube  which  operates  the  shunt  type  chemical 
gear  and  also  the  flow  recording  meter  into  the  two  above- 
mentioned  filters.  After  leaving  the  filters  the  water  is  heated 
by  a  steam  calorifier;  thence  through  a  final  aerator,  after 
which  the  chlorine  gas  is  injected  and  the  water  returned  to 
the  shallow  end  of  the  Swimming  Pool. 

Pump:  The  Pump  is  a  Worthington  Simpson  split  casing 
pattern,  capable  of  delivering  21,000  g.p.h.  when  running  at 
1450  r.p.m.  against  a  head  of  40  feet.

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  disinfesta¬ 
tion  of  the  effects  of  new  tenants  who  are  allocated  Council 
houses  other  than  those  who  are  removed  from  Clearance 
Areas.  Such  a  course  seems  desirable. 


A  fatal  accident  occurred  during  the  disinfestation  of  one 
of  the  Clearance  Area  Houses  on  May  28th,  1937.  Two 
children  managed  to  break  into  one  of  the  houses  during  the 
temporary  absence  of  the  man  in  charge.  One  child  was  dead, 
the  other  was  removed  to  Hospital  and  recovered. 

A  full  Inquiry  was  made  into  the  circumstances  and  the 
accident  appeared  to  be  due  to  a  misunderstanding  between 
two  of  the  employees  of  Associated  Fumigators,  who  were 
carrying  out  the  work. 

Strict  regulations  will  prevent  any  recurrence  of  this  type 
of  accident.

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925: 


25  Carcases  slaughtered  on  behalf  of  the  Notts,  and 
Derbys.  County  Councils  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  order  were  examined.  Seven  whole  carcases  and  eight 
part  carcases  were  condemned,  while  in  ten  cases  offals  only 
were  condemned. 


OTHER  FOODS:— 

Various  small  quantities  of  Tinned  Meats  and  Fruits, 
Fresh  Fish  and  other  goods  were  found  unfit  and  surrendered. 

A  quantity  of  Pork,  Pork  Pies,  and  Cooked  Pork  were 
seized.  The  owner  was  prosecuted  for  being  in  possession  of 
unsound  food  and  contraventions  of  the  Meat  Regulations. 
He  was  convicted  and  fined  a  total  of  £45,  together  with 
£6.  3.  6d.  costs. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  South  Nottinghamshire  Joint  Hospital  Board  con¬ 
tinues  to  meet  and  confer.  A  site  was  provisionally  chosen. 
Meanwhile,  we  are  still  dependent  on  the  goodwill  of  outside 
authorities  with  adequate  provision  for  dealing  with  Infectious 
disease.  The  need  for  accommodation  of  our  own  becomes 
more  acute. 

The  Dick  and  Schick  tests  have  not  been  used. 

No  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

Arrangements  for  the  return  of  cases  for  Infectious 
Hospitals  after  recovery  are: 

1 .  If  the  patient  is  fit  to  travel  by  bus — fare  for  patient 
and  one  other  person  paid. 

2.  If  patient  unfit — Hospital  Ambulance  provided. 

One  case  died  at  hospital  and  the  cost  of  removal  to 
Sutton-in-Ashfield — £3.  6.  Od. — was  paid. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

A  few  cases  were  notified  each  month  until  August,  when 
no  cases  occurred.  In  September  a  mild  epidemic  began  and 
continued  during  October  and  November  and  in  December, 
when  there  was  an  acute  exacerbation,  46  cases  being  notified. 
During  this  period  the  lack  of  hospital  accommodation  was 
serious  and  many  cases  had  to  be  nursed  at  home,  thus  spread¬ 
ing  the  disease. 

51  cases  were  removed  at  a  total  cost  of  £770.  0.  6d. 
DIPHTHERIA. 

37  cases  occurred  (including  non-clinical  positive  swabs). 
Of  these  23  were  notified  during  October  (6),  November 
(4)  and  December  (13).  The  main  epidemic  was  centred 
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at  the  Skegby  Ward  and  various  investigations  were  carried 
out  including  the  examination  and  swabbing  of  certain  milk 
producers  and  the  examination  of  cattle.  There  was  no  evid¬ 
ence  that  this  had  any  connection  with  the  epidemic.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  were  at  Stanton  Hill  Girls’  School  and 
two  classes  seemed  specially  involved.  The  children  and 
teachers  were  swabbed,  absentees  being  visited.  83  swabs 
were  taken.  Two  positive  swabs  were  obtained  and  appro¬ 
priate  action  taken.  Schick  testing  and  immunisation  was  not 
used. 


26  cases  were  removed  at  a  cost  of  £540.  19.  7d. 

During  the  year  374,000  units  of  Anti-toxin  were  sup¬ 
plied  at  a  cost  of  £26.  1.  6d.  419  swabs  were  examined  at 

the  Mansfield  Borough  Laboratory  at  a  cost  of  £62.  1  7.  Od. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

One  case  was  notified  in  December.  The  patient  was  a 
man  aged  72  years.  He  had  suffered  for  some  years  from 
chronic  bronchitis  and  was  regularly  seen  by  a  doctor.  There 
was  no  history  obtainable  of  any  possible  source  of  infection 
by  water  or  food.  He  had  been  abroad  in  his  youth  but  no 
history  of  enteric  was  known.  The  clinical  conclusion,  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  pathlogists’  opinion,  was  that  this  case  was  really 
a  terminal  exacerbation  in  a  patient  who  had  either  had  the 
disease  in  earlier  life  or  was  a  carrier  whose  general  immunity 
had  broken  down  owing  to  intercurrent  disease. 

In  this  case  the  house  had  a  W.C.  but  we  have  still  a  very 
large  number  of  houses  with  pail  closets.  These  are  a  very 
definite  menace  as  a  large  amount  of  infective  material  would 
be  spread  on  the  land  before  the  danger  was  known  if  a 
case  of  Typhoid  occurred  in  a  house  served  by  this  primitive 
receptacle. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

One  case  occurred  in  a  child  of  1  1  months — the  case  was 
removed  to  Sheffield  Isolation  Hospital,  where  he  died.  Total 
cost,  £8.  1  1 .  Od.  The  other  was  notified  for  Nottingham 
General  Hospital. 
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Total  cost  of  infectious  cases  removed,  anti-toxin,  noti¬ 
fications,  etc.,  during  1937,  £1,438. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

One  case  was  notified  and  seen  by  the  consultants.  She 
was  admitted  to  Nottingham  General  Hospital. 

Hospital  accommodation  is  urgently  required  for  puer¬ 
peral  infections.  These  cases  are  not  admitted  to  Mansfield 
General  Hospital  or  to  the  Nottingham  Women’s  Hospital.
